FUTURE OF AN INDUSTRY 

This Congress will consider 
& measure which will vitally 
influence the future of one of 
our fastest-growing indust- 
tries--natural gas. The situa- 
tion, in capsule form, is as fol- 
lows. 

‘The sale of gas to consum- 
ers is a public utility function, 
and is regulated in the same 
manner as the sale of electri- 
clty~and other public utility 
services.

However, the production of 
gas at the wellhead is in no 
Sense a public utility opera- 
tion.

The number of families 
making $5,000 to $10,000 in- 
creased 80% in the past five 
years, according to the Kip- 
iinger Washington Letter. In
